HEALED 


Chinese Still Hold 
Linyi City : 


Hankow, Apr. 20. 

A Chinese military spokesman 
stunted that a small detachment of 
Japanese ‘troops hud succeeded in 
entering Linyl yesterday, following 
fhe making of a breach in the wall,. 
ihe result of a terrific Japanese 
artillery bombardment of the town's 
west ond north gates, However the 
brench war subsequently scaled, 
bottling up the Japanese vanguard, 

The Chinese troops south of Linyi 
have launched ao counter offensive, 
while ‘ mobile’ units attacked the 
Japanese flanks resulting in the 
capture of Tachen and Halaochen, 
villnges adjacent, to the town. 

The main forces of Chinese and 
Japanese are engaged at Shuitien, on 
the ‘western outskirts of Linyl. 
Linyl is at present the scene of the 
main fighting and a furlous struggle 
is proceeding on the main railway 
front north-east of Hanchwang. 

One thousand Japanese relnforce- 
ments hove arrived and are now 
facing the Chinese troops six miles 
south of Tenghsicn, a

Great Britain’s _ persistent 
efforts to purchase war planes 
from the United States, the 
actual despatch of a mission to 
act for the Government _in an 
attempt to persuade Washing: 

|ton to sell them, coupled with 
appeals by Sir’ Thomas. Inskip, 
Minister for the Co-ordination 
of Defence, both to labour and 
employers to speed up the home 
production of armaments, in- 
dicates the nation's concern for 
the permanence of Europe's 
peace. If Mr. Chamberlain’s 
policy of appeasement is not 
exactly popular, he must be given 
eredit for realising the necessity 
of guarding against the consequ- 
ences of its failure. He is 
practical in that he perceives 
that the best intentions of the 
British Government and most 
painstaking diplomacy on the 
part of the Foreign Office may 
not have the slightest restrain- 
ing influence upon any. power 
whose programme of. expansion, 
at the expense of lesser states, 
ig already mapped out. Britain 
igs arming, and as fast as her 
factories and her funds allow 
her, not only for defence of her 
own possessions, should they be 
threatened, but in order that 
she may be in a position to back 
her: final warning to aggressors 
with a well-weighted big: stick. 
It is unfortunate that such 
methods should be necessary; 
but it.is a blessing that the 
British Government is alert to 
the necessity.

Sir Henry Arthur Blake was 
born at Corhally, County . Gal- 
way, Ireland, on January, 18, 
1840. He was the son of Peter 
Blake, and was a scion of an old 
family which had been settled 
in the country since -Cromwel- 
lian times, : 

He was cducated, as were most of 
the Jads of the period, in an old- 
fashioned Classical Academy con- 
ducted by o Dr. St. John, a local 


divine ot Kilkenny. After completing 
his preliminary — studies, he later 
entered Santry Collese, where he 
rounded off his » education, by a 
further course In the Greek and 
Latin languages, ond the — belles 
lettres, : : 

The scholastic curriculum was ob- 
viously intended to be a prelude to 
further study eventually teading 
to an academic career, Apparently, 
hewever, the young man was dis- 
satisNed with the further thralldom 
of the classics; for [In 1859, at 
the age of nineteen he suddenly 
decided to enter the Royal Irish 
Constabulary as n Cadet. His pro- 
motion seems to have been extru- 
ordinarily rapid; for scarcely . a 
month after his “joining up," he. was 
raised to. the rank of Sub-inspector, 

» ANGLOPHILE 7 

Although he was Irish by birth, 
Sir Henry was entirely Engijsh in 
viewpolnt, and even during the 
seventies and clghtles when most of 
vhis_ countrymen were agitating for 
Home Rule, he wisely foresaw that 
the time was not yct ripe for any 
legistation which would lend to the 
severance of the tles-between Ireland 
and Britain, ; 

It is recorded that at this perlod 
she was chiefly occupied with the 
cuuse of conciliation, and in 1882 was 
nominated one of the District Ma- 
gistrates empowered “to concert ond 
carry out mensures for the pacifica- 
tion of Ireland.” The powers conced- 
ed to him were large, and he had 
complete executive charge over 
seven Irish countles—Kildare, 
Queens, Meath, Carlaw, Galway East 
and Galway West. : 

So successful was he In winning 
over his compatriots that the Home 
Rule agitation to 0 great extent 
became reduced In intensity and did 
not again develop into any serlous 
proportions until quite recont years,

The latter was one of Hongkong’s most popular ad- 
ministrators and posterity has recorded its appreciation 
of his term of service by proudly bestowing his name 
upon two of. the city’s most widely, known spots—Blake 


and in (1884, he was appointed 
Governor of Bahnmas, In this post 
he served until 1887, when he was 
nominated to the governorship of 
Newfoundland, 


His stay in his new office was 
short; for In the succeeding year he 
“was chosen to serve as the adminis- 
trator of Queensland, but he un- 
expectedly resigned und returned to 
England. Subsequently, he was 
numed by the Secretary of State for 
the Colonles as Captain-General and 
Governor-in-Chief of Jamaica, and in 
{his post he served from 1889-1897, 

In the Jatter = yenr, he 
appointed Governor of Hongkong, 
and his sojourn of five years here 
was marked by his regard und: ad- 
miration for the Chinese portion of 
the inhabitants, and his ceaseless 
efforts for the promotion of thelr 
welfare. Sir Henry was a sincere 
humanitarian and being appalled at 
the death-rate during the outbreak 


of bubonic plague during the years! 
previous to his arrival, determined [ 


to Institute experiments into the. 
causation und spread of that Invidi-~ 
ous visitation which had wrought 
such havoc that even. its popular 
oppeHation of the “Blnck Death" can 
scarcely convey the horror and dread 
that Jt arouses in the popular tma- 
Bination, 

The efforts and enterprise of the 
Governor in endeavouring to eradic- 
nte every vestige of the epidemic 
from the crowded hovels and slums 
of the poorer residents of the Colony 
were especially appreciated by the 
Chinese community; for practically 
all of those who were afflicted with 
‘the_ pestilence were of this natlon- 
alily. 

SORROW AT DEPARTURE 

So warmly regarded was Sir Henry 
Blake that when “news came on 
September 1, 1903, that he had been 
hppolnted to the governorship of 
Ceylon, the announcement was re- 
celved with. considerable misgiving 
and disappointment by the Chinese 
of the Colony who had gone to the 
greatest paing in their, whole-hcarted 
endeavours to retain Sir Henry in 
office for nnother five-year period, 
and had been more than sanguine 
that thelr ‘potition to the Scerctary 
of State praying for thelr beloved 
Governors retention in oflco would 
be accepted, :

(at Government House), headed by 
two boys carrying lanterns on which 
were characters meaning, ‘With the 
greatest respect, we appreciate your 
Excellency’s benevolence.’ " 

Thence passing the main porch, it 
halted for the representatives of the 
kaifongs to alight from their sedan- 
chairs. 

After the members of the Com- 
mittee had been presented to the 
Governor, the Chairman, Mr, Liu Yi, 
presented ‘a beautiful embroidered 
canopy... and. delivered what is. per- 
hops: the most fitting encomium of 
Sir Henry's career in the Colony. 
He stated In the course of his speech: 
“Your Excellency, the members of 
the ‘Committee representing the 
Katfongs of Second and Third 
Streets are met here to-day to crave 


your Excellency's pleasure to accept, 


a memento of the work which your 
Excellency, at great personal incon- 
venience, conducted in the interest 
and for the protection of the. lives 
of the Inhabitants of No, 9 District 
in thls Colony. At the commence- 
ment of the annual visitation of 
plague this year, your Excellency in- 
nugurated the experiments in_ the 
treatment of Chinese patients, Those 
experiments résulted In immense 
benefit to people In that locality, 
The sympathy for the suffering of 
the poorer citizens of this Colony, so 
generously manifested by your Ex- 
cellency, deeply touched them, and 
moved us, os the representatives of 
the district which came within your 
special and benign care, to ‘an ex- 
pression of our gratitude to you. It 
was the unprompted desire of every 
one of us that a souvenir should be 
subscribed for and presented to ‘your 
Excellency now that you are 50 
shortly to leave Hongkong at the 
conclusion of your period of adminis- 
tration here. This souvenir: takes 
the form of a canopy of small In- 
trinsic value, but testifics none the 
less to the sincere appreciation and 
thankfulness of those who feel so 
sensibly your Exccllency's solicita- 
tlon for the assungement of their 
troubles when beset by the calomit- 
ous ills such as befall us with cach 
direful. visitation of the dreadful 
‘scourge. We beg you, Sir, to accept 
ithe memento with ‘our reiterated 
‘thanks. With. this expression we 
couple the prayer that both you and 
Lady Blake may have long yeara be- 
fore you to enjoy the blessings of 
health and prosperity and the re- 
ward of His Majesty for the un- 
qualificd success of your adminis- 
tration in Hongkong. Like the 
Chinese In this Colony, the natives 
in the new sphere of your sympathe- 
tic government will not take long to 
realise what a loss we suffer by the 
jnestimable galn they attain in your 
elevation to a higher post in the 
gervice of the King In Ceylon.”

BRITAIN LOOKS 
WELL AHEAD 


Great Britain’s persistent 
efforts té purchase war planes 
from the United States, the 
actual despatch of a mission to 
act for the Government in an 
attempt to persuade Washing- 
ton to acll them, coupled with 
appeals by Sir Thomas Inskip, 
Minister for the Co-ordination 
of Defence, both to labour and 
employers to speed up the home 
production of armaments, in- 
dicates the nation’s concern for 
the permanence of Europe's 
peace. If Mr. Chamberlain's 
policy of .appeasement js not 
exactly popular, he must be given 
credit for realising the necessity 
of guarding against the consequ- 
ences of its failure. He is 
practical in ‘that he perceives 
that the best intentions of the 
British Government and most 
painstaking diplomacy on. the 
part of the Foreign Office may 
not have the slightest restrain- 
ing influence upon any power 
whose programme of expansion, 
at the expense of lesser states, 
ig already mapped out. Britain 
is arming, and as fast as her 
factories and her funds allow 


Jher, not only, for defence of her 


own possessions, should they be 
threatened, but in order that 
she may be in a position to back 
her final warning to aggressors 
with a well-veighted big stick. 
It is unfortunate that such 
methods should be necessary; 
but it isa blessing that the 
British Government is alert to 
the necessity. 


It should not be thought that 
because of the apparently hur- 


| ried effort to secure additional 


aircraft that the Government is 
in ‘any ‘danger of panicking. 
The reason for the approach to 
the United States for assistance 
is simple. The output of the 
British factories has not yet 
reached its maximum and tho 
induatry’s adaption to the extra- 
ordinary demands is necessarily 
slow.

However; there 
are lots of sca water, and all in- 
habitants would have to do would be 
to distill {t, as the American expedi- 
tion did. Of course, a permanent 
settlement might make arrangements 
to catch rain water. 


Although on the cquator, the tem- 
perature might have been worse, it 
is reported. In May and June it 
hovered between 80 and 00 degrees 
but the continuously blowing trade 
winds helped to ease discomfort. 

The Americans were on the islands 
first, and Inst May 30 the expedition 
dedicated n conerete monument on 
Canton, with two metal representa- 
tlons of the American flag on ft. The 
eclipse party from New Zealand got 
to Canton on H.M.S, Wellington and 
found the Americans already en- 
camped. 

They found the dock and cquip- 
ment trendy built by the American 
expedition most helpful in landing 


thelr own gear, especially the cargo /’ 


of about 1,000 coconuts they had 
brought nlong for planting on a large 
area to the south of the camp. 
pane its stay the expedition 

built quite o thriving tent city, 
with living quarters flanking ‘Fifth 
Avenue” and business offices, (prin- 
cipally the photographic darkroom, 
the radlo shack, mess hall and line of 
instruments) established on 'Broad- 
way.”

The stabbing incldent on board 
the s.s.

The latter wag one of Hongkong’s most popular ad- 
ministrators and posterity has recorded its appreciation 
of his term of service by proudly bestowing his name 
upon two of the city’s most-widely known spots—Blake 


Pier and Blake Gardens.. 


Sir Henry Arthur Blake was 
born at Corhally, County Gal- 
way, Ircland, on January, 18, 
1840. He was the son of Peter 
Blake, and was a ecion of an old 
family which had been settled 
in the country since Cromwel- 
Han times. 

He was educated, as were most of 
the Jads of the period, in an old- 
fashioned | Classical Academy con- 
ducted by a Dr. St. John, a local 
divine at Kilkenny. After completing 
hls preliminary | studics, he later 
entered Santry College, where he 
rounded off ‘his education, by a 
further course in the Greck and 
Latin languages, and the belles 
lettres. ov 

The scholastic curriculum was ob- 
viously intended to be a prelude to 
further study eventually lending 
to an neademic career. Apparcntly, 
however, the young man was dis- 
satisfied with the further thralldom 
of the classics; for in 1859, at 
the age of nineteen he suddenly 
decided to enter the Royal Irish 
Constabulary as 2 Cadct, His pro- 
motion ‘scems.to have been extra- 
ordinarily rapid; for scarcely o 
month after his “Joining up,” he was 
ralsed to the rani of Sub-inspector. 

ANGLOPHILE 

Although he was Irish _by birth, 
Sly Henry was entirely English in 
viewpoint,; and even during’ the 
seventies and eighties when most of 
his countrymen were agitating for 
Home Rule, he wisely foresaw that 
the thme was not yet ripe for any 
legislation which would lead to the 
severance of the tles between Ireland 
and Britains: - 1 - se ee 

It [s recorded that ot. this period 
he was chiefly occupied with the 
cause of concillntion, and in 1882 was 
nominated one of the District Ma- 
gistrates empowered “to concert and 
carry out measures for the pacificu- 
tion of Ircland." The powers conced- 
ed to him were Inrge, and he had 
complete executive charge over 
seven Irish countics—Kildare, 
Queens, Meath, Carlow, Galway East 
and Galway West. : 

So successful was he in winning 
over his compatriots that the Home 
Rule agitation to a great extent 
became reduced in intensity and did 
not again develop fnto any serious 
proportions unti] quite recent ycars. 
METEORIC RISE 
thls time onwards, Sir 
Yenry's risc was almost metcorlc, 
and in’ 1884, ‘he was appointed 
Governor of Bahamas. In this post 
he served until 1887, when he was 
of 


From 


Newfoundland, 

His stay in his new office was 
short; for In the succeeding year he 
was chosen to serve as the adminis- 
trator of Queensland, but he un- 
expectedly resigned and returned to 
England. Subsequently, he was 
named by the Scerctary of State for 
the Colonies as Captaln-General and 
Governor-in-Chief of Jamaica, and in 
this post he served from 1880-1§97.. 

In the latter year, he ° was 
appolnted Governor of Hongkong, 
and his sojourn of five years here 
was marked by his regard, and ad- 
miration for the Chinese portion of 
the inhabitants, and his ccaseless 
efforts for the promotion of their 
welfare. Sir Henry was o sincere 
humanitarian and being appalled ot 
the death-rate during’ the ‘outbreak 
of bubonic plague during the years 
previous to his arrival, determined 
fo Institute experiments into the 
causation and spread of that Snvidi- 
ous visitation which had wrought 
such havoc that even its popular 
appellation of the “Black Death” can 
scareely convey the horror and dread 
that it arouses in the popular ima~ 
ginatlon. ge ite 

The efforts and enterprise -of the 
Governor In endeavouring to eradic- 
ate overy vestige of the epidemic 
from the crowded hovels and slums 
of tho poorer residents of the Colony 
were especially appreciated by the 
Chinese community; for tactically 
all of. those who were affilcted wii 
the pestilence were of this natlon-

. CHINESE PROCESSION 

“Punctualy on the stroke of 
twelve,” says the Hongkong Tele- 
graph of November 14, 1903, “a 
characteristic Chinese procession 
marched through the entrance gate 
(ot Government House), headed by 
two boys carrying lanterns on which 
were characters meaning, ‘With the 
greatest respect, we appreciate your 
Excelency's benevolence.’ " 

Thence passing the main porch, it 
halted for the representatives of the 
kaifongs to alight trom, thelr sedan- 
chairs, 

After the members of the Com- 
mittee’ had “been presented to the 
Governor, the Chairman, Mr, Liu ¥i, 
presented ao beautiful embroidered 
canopy. and delivered what is per- 
haps the most fitting cncomium of 
Sir Henry's carcer in the Colony. 
He stated in the course of his speech: 
“Your Excellency, the members of. 
the. Committee. representing the 
Kaifongs of Sccond and Third 
Streets nre met here to-day to crave 
your Excellency’s pleasure to accept 
t memento of the work.-which your. 
Excellency, at great personal incon- 
venience, conducted in the interest 
and for the protection of the lives 
of the Inhabitants of No. 9 District 
in, thls Colony. At the commence- 
ment of the annual visitation of 
plague this year, your Excellency in- 
augurated ‘the experiments in_ the 
treatment of Chinese patients, Those 
experiments resulted in immense 
Dpeneht to people in that locality. 
The sympathy for the suffering of 
the poorer citizens of this Colony, 60 
generously manifested by your Ex~ 
cellency,, deeply touched them, and 
moved us, as the representatives of 
the district which came within your 


‘special and benign care, to an ¢x- 


pression of our gratitude to you. It 
was the unprompted desire of every 
one of us that a souvenir should be 
nubseribed for and presented to your 
Excellency now that .you are 60 
shortly to leave Hongkong at the 
conclusion of your period of adminis- 
tration here, This souvenir takes 
the form of a cunopy of small In- 
trinsie value, but testifies none the 
lest to the sincere appreciation and 
thankfulness of those who feel so 
sensibly your Excellency’s sollclta- 
tlon for the nssungement of their 
troubles when beset by the, culamit- 
ous ills such as befall us with cach 
direful visitation of.the dreadful 
scourge, Wo beg you, Sir, to accept 
the memento with our reiternted 
thanks, With this expression we 
couple the prayer that both you and 
Lady Blake may have Jong years be- 
fore you to enjoy the blessings of 
health and prosperity and the re+ 
ward of His Majesty for the un 
qualified success of your odminis- 
tration in Hongkong. Like the 
Chinese in this Colony, the natives 
in the new sphere of your sympathe- 
tle povernment will not take Jong to 
realise what a loss we suffer by the 
inestimable gain they attain in your 
elevation to a higher post in_ the 
service of the King fn Ceylon.” 

His nomination to the guberna- 
torlal chajr of Ceylon was in reality 
tho Inst of Sir Henry's succession of 
appointments; for in 1907—after three 
years of servico—he went Into retlre- 
ment to his residence “Myrtle 
Grove”, Youghal, County. Cork, Ire- 
land, His, declining years were 
passed in comparative obscurity, and 
he died amidst the tranquil ‘sur- 
roundings of his estate tn the year 
1918, at the ripe old afte of 70. °
